This will bo a great .year for ocean 


telegraphy. Thu Anglo-American Cuble 
company wil1 lay a new Atlantic cable 
this spring, which is now making in 
England. The copper conducting wire 
of this- cable will weigh 030 pounds per 
knot, while hitherto no C'iblo has had a 
conductor weighing so much as COO 
pounds per knot. 


The Atlantic cables have conductors 


weighing 40H pounds or leas per knot. 
Many bhort cables hi've cores weighi. g 


little a.s 10? pounds. Cables l.OUU 


miles long on the i i-t coast of Africa 
havy cores weighing 2"iO pounds to the 
knot. 


The hf-aviest core is that of the French 


cable from St. Pierre, Miquelon, to Brest. 
It is 2,a 12 nule.s long and weighs 4SO 
pounds per knot. The estimated cost 
for making and laying loug cables is 
about ^1,200 per knot. Thu cost of tho 
proposed Paciiio cable will be bomewhat 
jrreater because it cannot bo manufac- 
tured in the vicinity. 


The total length, exclusive of 740 knots 


already lunl in Anstrala-ian water.-), will 
be about ii.MIO knots, making the total 
cost about 5(50,200,000 for cahla and laying

This might 
have bueu yours ago, whou waiters thor- 
oughly educiitcd to thoir basiuess were 
comparatively scarce, but it is a fallacy 
now. 


' 'Good waiters hero aro not aa numer- 


ous KB they are in Paris, but thoir num- 
bers aro enough to make thorn feel the 
evils of tipping. 
Last year's general 


striko iu the big hotels and fashionable 
oaf os was causoil pumarily by tipping, 
for this is taken into consideration when 
employers fix the rato of wages. The 
men !m? reasonably easy now, but it is 
only a uiartc-r of time when New York 
inubt become like Paris. " 


In the Fieucli capital not long ago 


fliore wero -10,000 idle waiters, and it 
was contended that employers took ad- 
vantage of this to cut down the earn- 
ings of thoir men. And here is where 
the pernicious tip shows its influence 
again. The men because of it are prac- 
tically paid no fi^ocl wages, but them- 
selves pay to their employers so much 
in proportion to tho business they do. 


In the great cafes in the boulevards 


waiters have to pay to tho cashier tho 
full BolliuRpiicoof whatever they serve, 
plus 5 per cent 
Jn aomo cases the rate 


is advanced. Tho puicoulage must come 
from tipo. No one gives less than about 
2 cents, howc\ur small tho purchase. 


In this city a dime is tho minimum, 


though several waiters in "swell" re- 
sorts have been known to turn from it 
in disdain. Just think of giving one of 
thcpo men 3 cents I 


"Id waiild s-iu-prise you, " continued 


tho head waitor, "to know that it is 
principally the men who ask for the 
most expensive orders and need tho most 
attention aro the ones who ora likely to 
tip the waiter by Riving him a bad cigj 
or — nothing."— Now York Horald.
